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A MYTH EXPLODED 


I['HE full text of the N.F.B.T.E.’s reactions to the Report of the Radcliffe 

Committee on the Working of the Monetary System has now been 
published. Those who have taken the trouble to plough through the Report’s 
thousand-odd pages will appreciate that its importance, and indeed ‘its danger, 
as far as the building-industry is concerned lies not so much in what it 
Says as in what it omits to say. This is particularly so as regards building 


activity brought about by frequent changes in official policy towards capital 
investment. 5 


The building industry, as such, receives little more than a passing reference 
in the Report, and it is an odd reflection on the :way of thinking of Government 
planners that no individual or organisation. representing the industry was 
asked to give evidence before the Radcliffe Committee. It is not, therefore, 
surprising that many of the Committee’s views could be interpreted, not 
as an appreciation of the vital role the industry plays in the national economy, 
but as an argument for the “tap on/tap off” policy that has been such an 
undesirable feature of building in the post-war years. 


One section of the Report could, indeed, be used to justify the reintroduc- 
tion of the whole rigmarole of building licensing and controls of the war 
and early post-war years—a nasty thought when governments’ can change in 
five years or less. There is certainly nothing in the Report to suggest that 
the use of the building industry as a regulator of the national economy has 
serious disadvantages for the industry itself — disadvantages that can 
reverberate throughout the whole economy. < ie 


Particular importance therefore attaches to the analysis, conducted by 
the N.F.B.T.E. and reproduced in chart form, of the changes in the load 
on the industry that have taken place since 1946. The drastic reductions 
in the load that took place between 1947 and 1948, between 1956 and 
1958, and, to a somewhat lesser degree, between 1953 and 1954, are 
unmistakably revealed. Hitherto, complaints by contractors that their order 


“books and jobs on hand were running at a dangerously low level have 


been met by the response that final output, as measured by the official figures, 
has rarely been so high. This attitude completely ignores the extent to 
which the industry’s stock of work in hand has been run down, with 
disastrous consequences on planning, site organisation and production from 
which the professions, contractors and material manufacturers have all 
suffered. 


By compiling their Index of Work under Construction the National 
Federation have exploded this myth completely. Should it evér again be 
suggested that restrictions be applied to building, the industry will have 
solid facts and figures with which to back its arguments. 


This reference to violent and sudden fluctuations in the amount of 
work on hand is the Federation’s most important message; but there are 
in its comments a number of shrewd observations on other matters relating 
to the industry. Concern is expressed, for example, that the close linking 
of mortgage availability and finance to Treasury economic policy, as the 
Radcliffe Committee envisage, might result in unwelcome and sudden changes 
in the demand for private house-building. Nor is the Federation at one 
with the Radcliffe Committee about the ineffectiveness of the Capital Issues 
Control as it has so far operated; it certainly does not agree with the 
Committee that any such control operating in the future would require 
to be tightened up considerably. 


In setting up a Study Group to consider the implications of the Report 
in detail, the N.F.B.T.E. has rendered a valuable service to the industry, 
and to the country. It is hoped that the Ministries of Works and Housing, 
and the Treasury, to whom copies of the findings have been sent, will 
study the Federation’s document carefully and, in future, take the various 
obserxations into full account. The nature of the building industry and the 
extent to which other industries are dependent upon it is, it seems, too 


often overlooked.

Notebook... 


HE cement industry is doing well and 
it will do even better in the months 
ahead. The industry’s big problem, how- 
ever, is selling prices (these are fixed by the 
Cement Makers’ Federation, to which all 
the manufacturers belong). The existing 
arrangements for common price levels are 
bound to be reviewed in due course by the 
Restrictive Practices Court. 

I suspect that one who will defend the 
arrangements vigorously will be Sir Halford 
Reddish, the shrewd and sagacious chair- 
man of Rugby Portland Cement Co., Ltd. 
He believes that the cement industry in 
this country has a proud record for its 
price policy. There was no change in the 
price of Portland cement between July 1, 
1957, and February 1, 1960, when prices 
throughout the country were reduced by 
2s. a ton. He considers that concrete con- 
struction must be kept competitive against 
a variety of other building materials for a 
variety of uses, and that the very nature 
of his industry precludes it from charging 
an unreasonable price for its product, even 
if the keen competition for quality and 
service which exists between members 
of the industry did not obtain, and it 
undoubtedly does. 

Sir Halford believes, therefore, that the 
industry should have every confidence that 
a realistic undesstanding of the cement 
prices system will result in the Restrictive 
Practices Court giving it its blessing. 1 
think Sir Halford is being a little too 
optimistic. 


LTHOUGH the Joint Consultative 
Committee of Architects, Quantity 
Surveyors and Builders published its Code 
of Selective Tendering some six months 
ago and, I understand, representatives of 
the national Press were invited to the 
conference at which it was launched, the 
Evening Standard and the Sunday Express 
have, it seems, only just become aware of 
its existence. The former newspaper, with 
that flair for over-simplification and super- 
ficiality in technical matters which many 
national newspapers display from time to 
time, describes the document as a “hush- 
hush code for contract bids,” and also 
implies in the heading that only builders 
have circulated it. Mr. David Waterhouse, 
of the R.I.B.A., who seems to have been 
interviewed on the subject, was questioned 
on whether the code establishes a “closed 
shop,” keeping out smaller and newer 
firms, and whether it would reduce com- 
petition between building firms. Mr. 
Waterhouse seems to have dealt effectively 
with these points, but my feeling is that 
the questions would never have been asked 
if the writer of the Evening Standard’s 
article had taken trouble to study the code 
and what it is seeking to achieve. 

A few days later the thinking of the 
national newspapers on the subject ap- 
peared to be demonstrated again in Mr. 
John Gordon’s column in the Sunday 
Express. There it was stated: “Monopoly 
ideas grow and grow. The National Joint 
Consultative Committee of Architects, 
Quantity Surveyors and Builders are 
agitating that tenders for public authority 
contracts should be confined to a 
privileged group.” Privilesed indeed! 
Here again I suspect that the author of 
this note (my friend John Gordon lends his 
name to the column but does not always, 
I understand, contribute to it) made little 
or no attempt to read the code and under- 
stand its true purpose—cheaper and more 
efficient building. 


SEE that Mr. Cecil Setter, the senior 
vice-president of the N.F.B.T.E., is 
already making preparations for his 
expected presidential year in 1961, wher 
he will be fulfilling many national com- 
mitments. This, at any rate, is one 


explanation, apart from that of strengthen- 
ing operational activities due to expansion, 
of changes and reorganisation recently 
announced by his firm, Stone and Co. 
(Bristol), Ltd. 


HAT the London Master Builders 
Association would have a good year 
under the presidency of Mr. E. J. Cook 
was confidently anticipated by all when 
he took office in January. But even his 
closest friends could not have failed to 
have been impressed by his competent 
handling of the Association's traditional 
lunch to the Lord Mayor of London at 
the Savoy Hotel recently. Naturally on 
such an occasion Mr. Cook could not 
overlook the opportunity it presented to 
remind his audience of the humble cir- 
cumstances from which many of the Lord 
Mayor's predecessors had risen. This gave 
him the chance which I know he was glad 
to have, to mention the opportunities pro- 
vided in the building industry for young 
craftsmen and management students to rise 
to the highest offices in their firms. “If,” 
he said, “this great country of ours is to 
be able to meet successfully the fierce and 
mounting competition from younger 
nations throughout the world, it is our 
duty to see that the native ability of our 
people is developed to its fullest possible 
capacity.” 

The building industry, of course, is 
making monumental efforts to discharge 
just this duty, and I cannot help wondering 
why careers masters and others placing 
young people in employment do not take 
more positive steps themselves to find out 
more about building and acquire some of 
the excellent publications and pamphlets 
isued by the N.F.T.B.E. If, as it seems, 
the mountain will not come to Mohammed, 
then Mohammed must go to the mountain, 
and I would suggest that the L.M.B.A.. 
which can be quite good at these things 
when it gets down to them, gives serious 
consideration to the idea of gathering 
together a team of members who are good 
speakers and giving them an_ intensive 
course of training on the subject of careers 
in the industry. At the end of this 
course of training, which would give close 
attention to such matters as factual accur- 
acy, speaking ability and the personality 
and presence of the individual speaker, as 
well as to general knowledge of the 
industry at large, the members of this 
team could be sent to give talks at gram- 
mar schools and other educational estab- 
lishments and carry the industry’s flag by 
assisting those seeking a career in it. I 
know that some of this is done already but, 
as with most other worthwhile things in 
life, suitable training is necessary if it is 
to be really effective. I think Mr. Cook 
would agree with this. 


IR HARRY PILKINGTON, who siill 

I am told—prefers to ride about 
London on his bicycle rather than trust 
himself to taxicabs and the uncertainties 
of the Metropolitan traffic to get him to 
his appointments on time, retired recently 
from the Presidency of the National 
Council of Building Material Producers. 
Although he has been connected with 
B.M.P. since its foundation he was not, 
as he admits himself, among those in 
favour of setting up such a body in the 
first instance. He took the view that most 
industries could manage their own affairs 
well enough without any council inter- 
posing itself between the industry and 
what it was attempting to achieve. He 
now admits that he was quite wrong in 
thinking this way in the early days and 
he has no doubt at all of the usefulness and 
importance of a council such as B.M.P. 
It would, I suppose, be too much to 
expect a man of Sir Harry’s industrial 
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stature to retire from such a prominent 
position without making a few well-chosen 
comments meriting the attention of al] 
in the industry. His speech at the 
luncheon following the Council’s annual 
general meeting was lively, thought- 
provoking and—I am tempted to say— 
inspiring. He made it quite clear that if 
the industry wanted the benefits of private 
enterprise it must be prepared to accept 
the risks as well. For a long time the dice 
have been loaded in favour of enterprise, 
Those who invested in the future have had 
a goog chance to profit from doing so, 
But the industry must always be prepared 
to take the risks and the consequences, 
If, Sir Harry pointed out, it was unwilling 
to take risks and asked for Government 
shelter from the cold winds, it was exposing 
itself to the possibility that such shelter 
might be extended in a way industry would 
not want—particularly if some less friendly 
Government were to find itself in power, 

These observations come at an oppor- 
tune time. The building programme is 
expanding. More materials are wanted, 
And they are wanted a lot more quickly 
and at cheaper prices than contractors 
are getting them on the sites. Materials 
producers should heed the remarks of Sir 
Harry and go in for industrial enterprise 
in a big way. The time has come—and 
the Restrictive Practices Court is seeing 
to it—to forget about trade agreements 
and price schedules and to supply the 
assembly side of the industry with what 
it needs at the prices which the public is 
prepared to pay. This calls for initiative, 
enterprise, the readiness to take risks and, 
above all, the capacity to think big. Sir 
Harry has done a useful service to his 
colleagues in the producing industry by 
pointing the way so clearly. 


DRITAIN’S oldest civil engineer, Mr, 
; John A. Warren, has celebrated his 
100th birthday. To mark the occasion, vice- 
president of the Institution of Civil Engi- 
neers, Mr. H. J. B. Harding, travelled from 
London to Glasgow to give him a message 
of congratulations from the president and 
Council of the Institution. Mr. Warren, 
who has been attending his office regularly 
until very recently, recalls meeting Sir 
Frederick Bramwell in 1884 and _ his 
“parting shot,” “If you intend to be a 
civil engineer, you must make up your mind 
to be a student to the end of your days.” 
Says Mr. Warren: “I have found his ad- 
vice to be only too true; perhaps, if he had 
known that I was to celebrate my 100th 
birthday, he might have aualified his ‘ part- 


ing shot’. 


TTENDING the recent opening of the 
Kingsferry Bridge. I was impressed 

by the arrangements which had been made 
to ensure the entertainment of guests dur- 
ing the period between their assembly and 
the arrival of the Duchess of Kent by heli- 
copter. Particularly intriguing was a film 
concerning the construction of the bridge, 
which was shown at an improvised cinema 
on the site. In colour and with a com- 
mentary, the 20-minute film has been made 
for the consulting engineers, Mott, Hay 
and Anderson, and is a graphic record of 
the problems of foundation and settlement 
which had to be overcome in the project.

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RADCLIFFE COMMITTEE’S REPORT ON THE 
WORKING OF THE MONETARY SYSTEM 


Views of the N.F.B.T.E. Study Group 


a the publication of the Report 

of the Radcliffe Committee on 
the Working of the Monetary System, 
the National Federation of Building 
Trades Employers appointed a Study 
Group to examine and report on the 
implications of its contents so far as 
they affect, or are likely to affect, the 
building industry. 

Following is the text of the Study 
Group’s report, copies of which have been 
sent to the Ministry of Works, the Ministry 
of Housing and Local Government and the 
Treasury. 

Introductory 


The Radcliffe Committee were appointed 
by Treasury Minute dated May 3, 1957, 
“to inquire into the working of the mone- 
tary system, and to make recommenda 
tions.” It reported in August, 1959, 

The Committee were primarily concerned 
with examining the way in which the mone- 
tary and financial system works, and with 
suggesting improvements. In so far as they 
were concerned with future monetary 
policy, they confined themselves to stating 
five major objectives, not necessarily com- 
patible with each other, with which the 
N.F.T.B.E. agrees. These objectives are: 

(a) a high and stable level of employment: 

(b) “ reasonable” stability of purchasing 
power; 

(c) steady economic growth; 

(d) some contribution implying a margin 
in the balance of payments, to the 
economic development of the out- 
side world; 

(e) a strengthening of London's inter- 
national reserves, 

The attainment of these policies by means 
outside the monetary system was largely 
beyond the Committee’s terms of refer- 
ence. In their report, the Committee there- 
fore dealt mainly with Bank Rate, liquidity 
and related matters. 

The Committee were of the opinion that 
the economy of the United Kingdom during 
the 1960's will resemble that of the 1950's 
more than that of any earlier period. They 
were, therefore, more concerned with the 
danger of inflation than with that of mass 
unemployment. To control inflation and 
achieve the other objectives, the Committee 
envisage the possibility of a three-stage 
control over the economy. 

In “normal” conditions, it is suggested, 
the authorities can rely on manipulation 
of interest rates and their influence over 
the general liquidity of the financial 
system, through debt funding and similar 
operations, to keep the economy on an even 
keel. This is Stage I. 

When the financial system becomes so 
liquid that there is a danger that “normal 
phase” devices will not suffice to keep 
demand suitably restrained, measures 
would be introduced designed to mop up 
the excess liquidity of banks and other 
credit institutions such as the building 
societies; if mecessary these measures 
would be supplemented by direct controls 
(including possibly, controls on building). 
This is Stage 2. 

_ Stage 3 is reached when headlong infla- 
tion is threatened. The authorities would 
then resort to directional quantitative 
credit restrictions: directives to the banks 
and other institutions to limit credit 
Creation, severe quantitative restrictions on 
Capital issues, and terms control of hire 
purchase. 

_ Naturally, all these measures will affect 
industry, and the Committee referred to a 
number of matters of direct concern to the 
building industry, notably building licens- 
ing, building societies, capital issues and 
bank advances. As ‘there lis a certain 
amount of ignorance about the part which 


the industry plays in the social, industria] 
and commercial life of the country, our 
observations are prefaced by some general 
comments on its size and scope. 


The Building Industry 


Building and contracting in Great 
Britain employs directly 1,500,000 persons 
——more than any other single industry. 
Included in this total are over 500,000 
Skilled craftsmen. Taking into account the 
winning of the raw materials, the trans- 
portation, processing and assembly in- 
volved in producing a building, together 
with the allied professions, and the manu- 
facture of furniture and fittings for the 
completed structure, some 3,000,000 people 
—or more than one eighth of the employed 
population—owe their livelihood directly 
or indirectly to building work. 
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Moreover, the building industry accounts 
for a larger proportion of capital invest- 
ment than any other. Each year some 
£2,000m. is invested in building works of 
all kinds; almost half of this investment 1s 
on behalf of Government Departments and 
other public bodies. £1,500m. is spent on 
new buildings: £600m. for new dwellings, 
£130m. for educational buildings, £150m. 
for industrial buildings, warehouses and 
offices, £40m. for mining, £227m, for the 
distributive and other services, £120m. for 
gas, electricity and water, £44m, for the 
railways, £60m. for roads and public light- 
ing; and so on. This accounts for approxi- 
mately half the country’s capital investment 
programme annually. 

It is therefore inevitable that the in- 
dustry should be considerably influenced 
by the economic and fiscal policy of the 
government of the day. Its responsibilities 
are naturally commensurate with its size 
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but the N.F.B.T.E. is particularly anxious 
that those concerned with our economic 
destiny are aware of the effects of their 
actions on the health of an industry which 
requires long-term confidence in order to 
realise its full potential. We do not wish to 
be accused of being unrealistic, nor do we 
in any respect wish to contract out of our 
obligations as a major industry. 

It was because the N.F.B.T.E. realised 
that many of the matters considered by 
the Radcliffe Committee had in the past, 
and will have in the future, a direct bearing 
on the well-being of the industry, to an 
extent not readily understood by many out- 
side its ranks, that it decided to set up a 
Working Party to express its views on the 
report of the Committee. 

An undesirable feature of the post-war 
period has been the considerable fluctua- 
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tion in the demand for building work—par- 
ticularly new work—from year to year, 
brought about by sudden changes in 
Government policy. It is doubtful whether 
the extent of these fluctuations in the in- 
dustry’s load is fully appreciated since it 
is not fully reflected in the published 
official figures. 

The most recent example resulted 
directly from the Government’s policy of 
credit and capital expenditure restriction 
starting in 1956. In the table below, an 
Index of Work Under Construction, based 
on the number of houses, area of factory 
space, etc., actually in hand, compiled by 
the Federation, is compared with the Index 
of Industrial Production as it applies to 
Construction (the official figures hitherto 
accepted as a criterion of work level). It 
will be seen that, whereas the latter re- 
mained almost steady between 1956 and 
1958, the volume of all work under con-

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struction fell by 14 per cent. Over the 
same period, moreover, the volume of new 
work under construction fell by 18 per cent, 

That the experience of 1956 to 1958 was 
not an isolated case is shown by Chart A, 
Here, from 1946, an index of the load of 
new work is compared with the index of 
industria] production. The considerable 
difference in the range of fluctuation shown 
by the two lines is evident. This difference 
is even more clearly demonstrated on Chart 
B, which shows the deviation in each case 
from a three-year moving average. Reliable 
data for repairs and maintenance work in 
hand is not available over the whole period 
but the figures for new work are, of course, 
of primary importance. 

The results of violent and sudden varia- 
tion in the amount of work on hand, parti- 
cularly of new work, are serious alike for 
contractors, material manufacturers and 
the allied professions. Faced with uncer- 
tainty, a contractor is unable to plan his 
work to make use of the full potential of 
the plant, materials and skills available. 
Labour turnover, already high for reasons 
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inherent in construction, increases. Plant, 
which can only show a proper return if 
fully employed, stands idle. The average 
building firm is relatively small, and not 
financially equipped to withstand repeated 
shocks. The ability of the industry to 
obtain the capital necessary for its pro- 
gressive development depends upon the 
public regarding it as a reliable investment. 

The effects of the credit squeeze and 
other restrictive measures in 1956 and 1957 
resulted in a serious drop in the number 
of new recruits to the industry. They 
interfered with the training of future 
craftsmen, executives and trainees to the 
point where employers were discouraged 
from taking on more juniors, and were ‘n 
fact compelled against their will to reduce 
the numbers trained under apprenticeship 
agreements. This is shown by the reduc- 
tion since 1956 in the number of appren- 
tices newly indentured under the industry’s 
scheme. In 1956 the number was 9,830; 
in 1957 it fell to 8,140 and in 1958, 7,552. 
During 1959 yet a further drop was re- 
corded, to 7,244, although building activity 
had then started to expand again. 

The same considerations apply to the 
professions allied to building and to the 
producers of building materials.. An.archi- 
tectural office can be organised in two ways, 
either (a) by taking on or discharging staff 
as demand fluctuates, or (b) by so planning 
the work that peak periods for staff are 
staggered. Alternative (a) is obviously the 
more costly and inefficient, but method (b) 
can only be applied when the overall 
amount of work is adequate, and can be 
gauged well in advance. Similarly, it is 
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only ‘natural that mianufacturers should 
restrict their production to match the fore- 
seeable markets; but, by so doing, their 


production costs. are likely to be higher, ~ 


and the flow of. materials to the site 
irregular. 

Some changes in the demand for build- 
ing ‘work are inevitable, but in the in- 
terests of efficiency and costs generally, it 
is essential that the industry should have 
adequate warnings of any change ‘n 
Government policy towards capital invest- 
ment in building works, and that such 
changes should be as infrequent and as 
gradual as possible consistent with the 
balance of the economy as a whole. It is 
appreciated that this may entail an exten- 
sion of the Government’s economic fore- 
casting services, particularly as regards the 
longer term. 

The Radcliffe Committee do not specifi- 
cally recommend physical controls on 
building as a method of regulating the 
economy generally—direct controls, they 
state, are outside their terms of reference. 
But they nevertheless go so far as to sug- 
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gest that the 
licensing is worth looking into: “... there 
are particular selective controls which 
could restrain demand at such vital points 
as to be useful in influencing the state of 
the economy as a whole. 

“Of these controls, the control of building 
appears worthy of first attention. Although 
having the drawbacks common to all 
measures of compulsion, it can be reason- 
ably administered by simple arrangements 
grafted on to the permanent machinery of 
central and local government, and it can 
be confined to the larger transactions con- 
sistently with real impact on the pressure 
of demand.” 

It must be pointed out that building 
controls are far from being simple to ad- 
minister; during and immediately after the 
war they called for the employment of a 
large number of officials, and many of the 
drawbacks of bureaucratic control were 
evident. The issue of licences and permits

’ caused delays and uncertainties which were 


inimical to efficiency and made pre- 
planning of jobs impossible, as well as 
creating a wasteful expenditure of clerical 
manpower in builders’ offices. In addition, 
they fostered a highly undesirable black 
market in building work. a 

Moreover, a major distinction between 
the. products of the building industry and 
those of almost any other major industry is 
the relatively long period that must 
mormally..elapse between the start and 
completion of a building project. Except 
in relation to the smaller projects, the 
cutting down of building work is slow to 
take effect—indeed, unless buildings are 
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stopped in the course of erection, by the 
time the control is established and working, 
either the inflationary spiral is well out of 
hand or else the damping down of building 
demand takes place after it is needed thus 
postponing the subsequent expansion. 

Building control is not capable of deli- 
cate adjustment, and in so far as there is 
a considerable volume of constructional 
work (rehousing, roads, etc.) which will 
have to be carried out as soon as is pos- 
sible without detriment to the economy, 
the fluctuation and uncertainty that it 
causes will disrupt the rhythm of the in- 
dustry and increase the country’s ultimate 
spending on building. 


Building Societies 


In the light of this we are also con- 
cerned about the Radcliffe Committee's 
references to building societies. Since the 
building societies are responsible for such a 
large and sensitive part of total net invest- 
ment, the authorities should, the Committee 
argue, be prepared to strengthen their in- 
fluence over them. 

No doubt the Building Societies Asso- 
ciation will be considering this suggestion 
in detail: but we fear that the linking of 
mortgage availability and finance closely 
to Treasury economic policy, as the Com- 
mittee envisage, could result in itself in 
unwelcome and sudden changes in the 
availability of finance for private house- 
building. 


Capital Issues and Bank Advances 


We do not agree with the Committee 
that the issues control operating on a quali- 
tative basis until recently was negligible 
to the point of irrelevance. Our informa- 
tion is that, as far as building is concerned, 
the control of capital issues has been 
highly restrictive, particularly as it affected 
major private construction schemes. Any 
undue tightening of the control, by placing 
it on a quantitive basis, as suggested by 
the Committee in certain circumstances, 
would, we feel, increase the severity of 
the fluctuations in the industry. 

On the other hand we welcome the Com- 
mittee’s recommendation that the banks 
should seek to assure a prospective bor- 
rower that a loan for medium or long-term 
purposes will not be prematurely or un- 
reasonably recalled; or alternatively, that 
a formal term Joan might be considered. 

The views of the National Federation of 
Building Trades Employers may therefore 
be summarised as follows: 

(a) The building industry, as a major 
industry, wishes to make its full 
contribution to the national economy. 
But all the experience of recent years 
shows that marked and sudden 
changes in the demand for building 
work caused directly by Govern- 
ment action have harmful effects on 
building efficiency and productivity, 
and hence on the cost of building to 
the community. An all too common 
fallacy is that building work is like 
water that can be turned on and off 
with a tap. s 

(b) Because of the nature of new build- 
ing work there would be considerable 
gains in efficiency if the industry 
could see a few years ahead with 
some degree of certainty, and that 
the industry should therefore, be 
given more adequate warnings of 
changes in public demand for build- 
ing works, 

(c). An impartial investigation would 
show that building licensing, mooted 
by the Radcliffe Committee, and other 
direct controls over the whole volume 
of building work, other than those 
of the crudest type and inadequate 
in operation, are not easy to establish 
and administer, 

(d) The extension of Treasury control to 
building societies and the type of 
control of capital issues recom- 
mended by the Radcliffe Committee, 
could, if our earlier warnings are not 
heeded, result in more sever fluctua- 
tions in the demand for building

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PRE-PLANNING SPEEDS BURNLEY MUNICIPAL * 
COLLEGE EXTENSION 


Pena planning and de- 

velopment of the project before 
work began on the site has been instru- 
mental in completing the construction 
of extensions to Burnley Municipal 
College several months ahead of the 
scheduled date. 

The extension, which was opened 
recently, includes laboratories, workshops, 
dining hall and kitchen, and forms the 
first phase of a programme of extensions 
to be carried out at the college. 

An important feature of the scheme was 
the collaboration between contractors and 
the architects in the Borough Surveyor’s 
Department, and discussions at the advance 
planning meetings ranged from major points 
such as the type of framework to be used 
for the buildings to details such as the 
selection of timber mouldings and skirt- 
ings. 


Building Layout 


The site area adjacent to the existing 
college building is extremely restricted and 
has had a dominant influence on the layout 
and general design of the new building. 

The first building consists of structural 
stee] framed single-storey building depart- 
ment workshops, with large timber-framed 
windows, placed at the extreme end of the 
site away from the existing college build- 
ings. Access for delivery of materials and 
removal of building rubbish from the work- 
shops and for delivery of fuel oil to the heat- 


ing system boilers passes under the three- 
storey main block to the building depart- 
ment yard, which is screened from the east 
to preserve the amenities of a nearby park. 

Apart from the workshops, which are for, 
plumbing, joinery and plastering, there is 
also a large brick erection shop capable 
of housing very large practice structures. 
Stores to these workshops for materials 
and tools are centrally but conveniently 
placed, and there are loading bays for 
delivery of materials and-ramped access to 
the workshops. 

There is a link between the workshops 
and the three-storey block which is a brick- 
clad, precast concrete framed building with 
natural stone facing panels and precast sills. 
This building is 150ft. long, made up of 15 
10ft. bays with an overall depth of 34ft. 
The classrooms and laboratories have 
plastered ceilings and walls and Granwood 
block floors, 

The upper two storeys of the three- 
storey block contain drawing offices, build- 
ing science laboratories, a materials refer- 
ence room and staff accommodation. 


Kitchen and Dining Hall 


A third building is a brick built single- 
storey refectory block with kitchen, cold 
storage and food preparation rooms and 
main dining hall. It is isolated at this stage 
from the building department and the exist- 
ing college, but it is proposed that it will 
be linked by further building later.

Restos housing manager, Mr. J. B. 
Abbey, reports that the city has now 
Overcome the problems presented by the 
war regarding rehousing, and is now in a 
position similar to that of 1939.

15,000 dwellings,‘the Committée now ad- 
minister 40,000 dwellings. 

The three-year capital expenditure pro- 
gramme recently approved by the Council 
envisages 3,000 new dwellings being built 
by the .Housing Committee during that 
time, with emphasis on the:eémtral area 
redevelopment. This would increase each 
year until by 1963 building on outlying 
estates would virtually“have ceased,. With 
a production of 1,000 new houges in 1960 
and 1,400 re-lets, it should be possible to 


In this block is a kitchen and ancillary 
stores suitable for the provision of 500 
meals‘and snacks anda dining hall capable 
of sedting 250 people. The dining hall has 
a mechanical ventilation system, air being 
drawn through grilles in the ceiling and 
ducted to the outside. This, ducting has 
been formed in the hardwood slotted ceil- 
ing which is a special decorative feature in 
the design of the hall. 

Hardwood has been used throughout this 
building for the floor, window frames, clad- 
ding to structural frame and for the ceil- 
ing. 

All the roofs to the new extensions are 
finished with copper incorporating a system 
of insulation. 

The heating system in the building de- 
partment is by an oil-fired boiler using 
forced air cabinet heaters. In the refectory 
the heating is by electrically heated forced 
air blowers.

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RAISING THE STANDARD OF EFFICIENCY 
IN THE BUILDING INDUSTRY 


I.0.B. Presidential Address 


y* his inaugural address at the annual 

general meeting of the Institute of 
Builders, held in London yesterday, the 
re-elected president, Mr. G. O. Swayne, 
said that the efficiency of the building 
industry employing some 1,250,000 
operatives, was a vital factor in the 
national economy, the cost of building 
being a charge on industry and the 
community at large. 

“The output of many modern factory 
industries has greatly benefited from the 
introduction of mass production,” said 
Mr. Swayne, “but the building industry, 
by the very nature and variety of its work, 
cannot benefit from this technique to the 
same degree, for its work-place constantly 
changes from one site to another and its 
‘ inherent craft processes depend on manual 
skills that the machine has been unable 
to replace. There is still much to be 
done, however, to secure more general 
adoption of the most efficient methods of 
practice, by building firms of all sizes and 
a prolonged effort is still needed to raise 
the standard of technical-managerial train- 
ing and education. 


Prime Purpose of the Institute 


“These are truisms of which we do well 
to remind ourselves from time to time 
and it is, and always has been, one of the 
prime purposes of the Institute of Builders 
to promote and stimulate the improve- 
ment of the technical and general know- 
ledge of persons engaged or about to 
engage in building. 

“An impartial review of the activities 
and achievements of the Institute before 
and since its incorporation, not only in 
the field of building education but in such 
important matters as equitable conditions 
of contract and sub-contract and a standard 
method of measurement, would reveal a 
consciousness of its unique opportunities 
as a professional institition to influence 
the well-being of the industry. 

“Some 10 years ago the Institute was 
under a heavy fire of criticism from its 


own members, from the industry at large, 
from educationalists and from_ the 
technical press, for its general inertia. 
Much of this criticism was deserved but 
the critics had forgotten or did not know 
that, between the two Great Wars, the 
Institute had virtually founded higher 
building education as we know it today, 
that up to 1947 it had examined 4,000 
candidates for its own Diplomas and 16,000 
candidates for National Certificates and 
Diplomas, and had given educational 
advice to many thousands more. Nor was 
it appreciated that any ineffectiveness was 
largely due to a lack of understanding of 
the purposes and limitations of a profes- 
sional institution and to lack of support, 
both numerical and financial, in its 
Strivings to build up educational and 
ethical standards. It was urged to put 
its house in order, to broaden its member- 
ship conditions, to end ‘special case’ entry, 
to modernise its examination syllabuses 
with a greater accent on management, to 
publicise its purposes and intentions, to 
decentralise its activities and to inaugurate 
a Board of Building Education. 

“In five years it has accomplished most, 
if not all of these things. For the first 
time in its history its finances are adequate 
for immediate needs, its new examination 
structure and _ syllabuses have been 
unanimously welcomed and applauded and 
students are flocking to take its examina- 
tions. It now remains to be seen whether 
the Institute receives the recognition and 
support it was promised and deserves as 
the pre-eminent professional institution in 
building.”

LONDON-BIRMINGHAM 
MOTORWAY SYMPOSIUM 


VER 700 engineers and others con- 

cerned with road problems in Britain 
were expected to attend a Symposium on the 
London-Birmingham Motorway which was 
held this week at the Institution of Civil 
Engineers in London. 

The five Papers presented were as 
follows: “ The General Motorway Plan,” 
by J. F. A. Baker, chief engineer, Ministry 
of Transport; “Economic and Traffic 
Studies,” by Sir William Glanville, director 
of road research; “Luton-Dunchurch: 
Design and Execution,” by Sir Owen 
Willams and O. T. Williams, partners, 
Sir Owen Williams and Partners, consulting 
engineers; ‘“ Luton-Dunchurch: Construc- 
tion,” by W. K, Laing, chairman, B. H. 
Broadbent, chief civil engineer, and J. M. 
Fisher, technical advisor, John Laing and 
Son, Ltd.; “St. Albans By-pass,” by C. H. 
ffolliott, county surveyor of Hertfordshire, 
and T. McMillan, managing director, Tar- 
mac Civil Engineering, Ltd. 


Many Lessons Learned 


Mr. Baker lists these major items of work 
connected with the 74-mile stretch of the 
motorway, which was completed in 19 
months at a cost exceeding £20m.: 183 
bridges, 12 flyover junction and 100 cul- 
verts, a total excavation of 14,500,000 cu. 
yd., 640 acres of carriageway, 500,000 tons 
of asphalt surface, 350,000 tons of rein- 
forced concrete in carriageways, 1,850,000 
tons of lzan concrete base and 190 miles 
of fencing. 

He writes: “No doubt, many of the 
lessons learned from the construction of a 
road scheme of this magnitude in so short 
a period will be pinpointed in the Papers 
on design and construction forming part 
of the Symposium.” 

Among his observations he mentions the 
problem still to be solved regarding ade- 
quate compaction behind bridge abutments. 
“Despit2 care in construction it is impos- 
sible to prevent minor settlement,” he says. 

Sir Owen Williams and his son state that 
the length of the route from north of St. 
Albans to the Rugby-Northampton Road, 
A.428 near Crick, with the spur south of 
Rugby, is 55 miles, but before the route 
could be finally fixed about 200 miles had 
to be surveyed. 


Horizontal Curvature 


They also mention that horizontal cur- 
vature was not introduced—as frequently 
stated—to avoid monotony. “The main 
considerations leading to choice of align- 
ment are to provide as direct a route as 
possible with due regard to economy of 
earthworks, suitable locations for crossings 
of existing roads, railways, rivers, canals, 
and property.” They add that bearing all 
this in mind it would seem difficult in 
Britain to obtain a straight of sufficient 
length to be monotonous. 

A full report on the meeting will be pub- 
lished in the Journal next week.

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WORK PROGRAMME FOR THE MARBLE ARCH/HYDE 
PARK SCHEME 


Plans to Limit Noise and Traffic Flow Interference 


]ETAuS were given at a conference 

in London last week of the 
phased programme evolved for carry- 
ing out the Marble Arch/Hyde Park 
Corner improvement scheme with as 
little interference as possible to the 
traffic flow and at small inconvenience 
to the surrounding properties, such as 
the St. George’s Hospital at Hyde Park 
Corner. 


The authorities have been faced here 
with the problem of keeping traffic moving 
on two of the busiest intersections in the 
country. There being no alternative routes 
of sufficient capacity, over 93,000 vehicles 
will want to use the Hyde Park Corner 
junction and over 64,000 vehicles will want 
to use the Marble Arch intersection be- 
tween the hours of 8 a.m. and 8 p.m, each 
day. 

Added to this, at Hyde Park Corner the 
proximity of the St. George’s Hospital 
will not allow night or Sunday working. 

For the traffic underpasses at the corner, 
excavations will be necessary close to 
the escalator shaft of the Underground 
station. Normally this would entail the 
sinking of steel sheet piling and the 
attendant noise of the hammers. But even 
this hazard has been avoided as the con- 
tractors are to use a method of construc- 
tion developed by a Milan company, 
Icos-Veder. 


By this method a trench is excavated to 
the required depth by grab cranes, while 
the trench is kept filled with a liquid 
incorporating Sodium Bentonite, which 
gells if left and liquifies again on reactiva- 
tion. The hydraulic effect of the liquid 
stops the walls caving in and on completion 
of the trench the walls and floor are con- 
creted under water. 

The construction of the underpasses will 
to a large extent determine the rate of 
progress at Hyde Park Corner as they must 
be constructed in sections in conjunction 
with the road works to minimise inter- 
ference with traffic. For the same reason 
pedestrian subways will be constructed in 
conjunction with the adjoining road works. 

In order to facilitate the work on the 
main contract, the diversion of sewers and 


the complex underground system of pipes 
and cables belonging to the public utility 
authorities, was started about September, 
1958, and about £450,000 has been spent 
on this work to date. 


There will be five stages of construction 
for the main contract, which is scheduled 
for completion in 28 months. These have 
been prepared by the L.C.C. and the con-

HE Prime Minister, Mr. Harold 

Macmillan, stated in the Commons 

last week that he did not accept that 

the size of the road-building programme 

was leading to inefficiency and piece- 
meal development. 

Mr. Macmillan, who was replying to Mr. 
Holt, said that the estimates recently pub- 
lished for expenditure on new construction 
and major improvements in the United 
Kingdom showed an increase of some £13m. 
over the figures last year. The size of the 
programme for future years would be 
determined in relation to all other demands 
On our resources, 

Mr. Holt: Would not the Prime Minister 
agree that the present scale of operations 
ion road building is completely out of 
relationship with the problem in which we 
are involved? Would not he agree that 
unless the Government step up the whole 
scale of their operations, they are only 
delaying a road-building programme which 
inevitably will be a great deal more costly? 

The Prime Minister: Yes. That is why 
they have stepped it up. Five years ago 
the total expenditure was £5m., this year 
is will be £76m. 


Scottish Roads 

Questioned by Mr. Willis, the Secretary 
of State for Scotland, Mr. John Maclay, 
said that 35 miles of trunk road in Scot- 
land had dual two-lane carriageways at 
present. A further 21 miles would be 
opened to traffic in 1960. Schemes now in 
progress or to be authorised under the 
present £40m. programme would provide 
a further 70 miles by 1965. Information in 
respect of classified roads was not available 
without a special approach to local authori- 
ties. 


Direct Labour Departments 

Replying to Mr. Frank Allaun, the Parlia- 
mentary Secretary to the Minister of 
Housing and Local Government, Sir Keith 
Joseph, turned down a suggestion that the

Hyde _ Park—Park Lane.—Minor ‘works 
and construction of ramps at Stanhope 
Gate and Grosvenor Gate will be carried 
out. 

Marble Arch.—Works on the north side 
of Bayswater Road and the regrading of 
the entrance to Edgware Road will be 
carried out by stages. The centre link 
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reported, of which 80 were fatal. These 
figures related to all excavation and separ- 
ate figures were not available for sewers 
and other services. 

Mr. Manuel: Does not the Parliamentary 
Secretary think this is rather an alarming 
state of affairs? Is there any safety legis- 
lation of a protective nature which will 
ensure that these cave-ins do not take 
place? Or does he think there is a need 
for some steel protection such as a shield, 
to stop the tragic loss of life and the large 
number of accidents? 

Mr, Thomas: The numbers which I gave 
to the House are a very small proportion 
of the 17,000 accidents which take place 
each year on construction sites, but I agree 
with the hon. Member that every effort 
should be made to prevent these accidents. 
As the hon. Member knows, it is intended 
that the safety provisions of the building 
regulations which refer to excavations on 
building sites will be extended to cover 
works of engineering construction. Preli- 
minary draft regulations were sent out to 
interested organisations on March 31, for 
their comments. Before these regulations 
can finally be made, there will be full con- 
sultation and a statutory draft will have to 
be issued. 


Road Expenditure 


In a written answer, the Secretary of 
State for Scotland told Mr. Gresham Cooke 
that by the end of this financial year he 
would have authorised £33.69m, out of the 
£40m. programme, to which £1.25m. had 
been added to cover the increased expen- 
diture on Highland roads announced in 
the White Paper (Cmnd. 785). The balance 
remaining to be authorised in 1961-62 was 
therefore £7.55m. Thereafter, the pro- 
gramme was being planned on the basis of 
annual authorisation of about £8m.

Hyde Park—Park Lane.—A roundabout 
for local traffic will be formed at the 
junction of Lower Park Lane and Hamilton 
Place. At the crossings at Stanhope Gate 
and Grosvenor Gate the necessary re- 
gradings of sections of Park Lane will be 
carried out in stages and Park Lane and 
the new road will each become one-way 
roads. 

Marble Arch.—The works here will be 
completed by the gradual completion of 
regrading of the Bayswater Road—Oxford 
Street junction and the section of Park 
Lane forming the eastern arm of the 
roundabout system. 

The Marble Arch/Hyde Park Corner 
scheme has been designed by the L.C.C.

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RECONDITIONING OF THE THIRLMERE AQUEDUCT 


HE Thirlmere aqueduct, which 
normally supplies 50,000,000 
gallons of water daily to Manchester, 
is some 96 miles in length, of which 
45 miles are pipeline and 14 miles are 
in tunnel, and 37 miles are of cut and 
cover construction. The cut and cover 
sections are approximately 7ft. by 7ft. 
with vertical sides and a crowned arch. 
The fall over the length of the aqueduct 
is 20in. per mile, the rate of flow being 
some 2ft. per second. During the 
reconditioning which is now in pro- 
gress, the capacity has been restricted 
to 20,000,000 gallons daily. 
the aqueduct was completed 
in 1894 and has been in con- 
tinuous service since that 
date without major atten- 
tion. 

The reconditioning has been 
made ncessary by the deterior- 
ation of the concrete in the 
cut and cover sections, de- 
terioration being particularly 
marked in the Northern por- 
tion of the line, resulting in 
loss of water through faulty 
portions and also in uncon- 
trolled ingress of surface water 
in some sections. 

Work was started in 1958 
at one point in the Northern 
section and at two places in 
the Southern part. It consists 
essentially of taking sections, 
in excess of 4 mile in length, 
out of service by pumping the 
flow of the aqueduct through 
a by-pass length of 30in. 
diameter pipeline laid on the 
ground, thus enabling a full 
section of aqueduct to be com- 
pletely emptied and the walls 
exposed internally for com- 
plete examination, testing and 
repair where necessary. 

During the early stages of 
the planning of the scheme, it 
was apparent that a pumping 
system, capable of handling 
20,000,000 gallons daily, to- 
gether with the highest possible priming 
efficiency was essential. The standard pump 
selected was the Univac type UVSI12 a 
12in. pump of 3,500 g.p.m. capacity at 32ft. 
total head in the self-priming range pro- 
duced by Henry Sykes, Ltd., and which 
depends for its self-prming characteristic 
on the use of an ancillary vacuum pump. 


Series of Stages 


The work is being carried forward in a 
series of stages using temporary bulkheads 
which are erected to divide the aqueduct 
into 4 mile sections. Although this length 
was originally decided upon, it has been 
found convenient, for reasons of land 
ownership and access, to operate in some- 
what longer sections, the longest section 
so far operated being a 5,800ft. length in- 
volving a suction lift of 13ft. and a total 
head from all causes of 38ft., four Sykes 
UVS12 pumps being operated with one 
standby unit to handle the 12,000,000 to 
15,000,000 gallon flow of the aqueduct at 
this point, 

Operations commence on a section with 
the cover being stripped from the site of 
the temporary pumping station and access 
sites to the aqueduct. Concrete bearers 
are then set for the pumps and after a 
section of the aqueduct has been uncovered 
by an excavator, sections are then cut into 
the aqueduct by drilling closely spaced 
holes, breaking these through and lifting 
out the portions with a crane. For the 
pump suctions, for example, 4ft, diameter 
circles are cut out of the aqueduct to 
accommodate the pump suction screens. 


From a Correspondent 


The pipework on the suction and delivery 

branches is of 15in diameter and incor- 
porates both a flexible and an adjustable 
section. This has the merit not only of 
enabling rapid emplacement of pumps with- 
out the need for fine adjustment of posi- 
tion but also serves to isolate the pipework 
from the vibration of the pumps. The ad- 
justable section is formed of a 14in, pipe 
section which is fitted inside the 15in. 
diameter pipework and is sealed to it by 
rubber wedge rings and flange which are 
bolted up to the main pipe flanges, ensuring 
a tight fit. A typical time for dismantling 
transfer and setting up six pumps and 
bringing them into operation is 72 hours.

On completion, the suction apertures are 
sealed over with sheeting and concrete to 
prevent the pollution of the water below. 

Downstream of the suction openings a 
further cut is made in the aqueduct over its 
width to allow the frame of the bulkhead 
to be placed in position. The frame is of 
steel angle construction with rubber seat- 
ings and is pin-jointed to allow it to be 
fixed securely against the two side walls 
of the aqueduct by an adjustable cross 
strut, this being in effect an Acrow trench 
prop. Into this frame is then inserted two 
steel plates which form the lock, the plates 
carrying eccentric levers by which they are 
held firmly against the rubber seatings of 
the frame, forming a water-tight bulkhead. 
A similar bulkhead is emplaced at the far 
end of the section. 

When sealing of the section is complete, 
the contained water is pumped out with a 
Sykes UVS6 self-priming centrifugal pump. 
The first stage, after the preliminary in- 
spection, is the removal by scrubbing of a 
lin, thickness of peaty deposit round the 
walls and the pumping out of a 2in. thick 
silt layer from the floor. This is followed 
by a detailed inspection. 


Procedure Differs 


The inspection and repair procedure 
differs in the Northern and Southern sec- 
tions of the aqueduct. In the North, due 
to the fact that a considerably larger 
amount of faulty concrete exists, the entire 
wall of the aqueduct is cut with a modified 
coal cutting machine, the walls being then 
refaced. In the Southern section, far less 


deterioration has been found and far less 
rigorous treatment is necessary. The 
routine in these sections consists of initial 
cleaning out, inspection, pressure grouting, 
cutting out and making good where neces- 
sary and further grouting if required 

A considerable degree of flexibility in 
tion is fairly deep, the affected portion is 
necessary. Where, for example, decomposi- 
tion is fairly deep, the effected portion is 
cut out and a tube inserted in the space 
created should this penetrate the wall, the 
function of the tube being to relieve the 
water pressure outside the wall whilst an 
initial sealing is made with a quick setting 
compound such as “ Quicksocrete.” In 
front of this portion, as soon as a seal has 
been effected, fondu may be used to 
strengthen the seal, the remainder of the 
repair being of concrete which has a 2:1:1 
composition. The tube aperture can be used 
for further grouting if necessary and is 
plugged on completion. 

The pumping out of sludge accumula- 
tions during the repair is effected by Con- 
solidated Pneumatic type 77 sludge pumps, 
the air for these and other power tools 
operated being derived from Rolls-Royce 
powered Consolidated Pneumatic type 36° 
rotary power vane compressors sited at 
the various access points. 

Whilst reconditioning is in progress, the 
floor is being reinforced by the laying of a 
4in. to 6in. thickness of 4:2:1: concrete. 
The mixer used is a Benford 10/7, surface 
handling being by a 22RB with long and 
wide tracks, Transport through the aque- 
pease ti is by small battery operated Brush 
trucks, 


Mobile Tubular Framework 


Of particular note is the mobile tubular 
framework which the Corporation has 
devised for the rapid transport of pipe 
sections by road. This simple rubber-tyred 
brace is towed by a Fordson tractor 
and in conjunction with a 10-ton Smith 
M.E, crane, enables the pipework to be 
rapidly transferred from one section to 
another whilst an intervening section is 
being worked. 

As can be appreciated, the line of the 
aqueduct entails innumerable crossings, 
mainly of roads, and considerable work is 
entailed in carrying the 30in. by-pass line 
either over or under the services which 
follow the roads. With operations spread 
out over distances of up to a mile and with 
frequent communication essential due to 
the variety of tasks in hand, both above 
and below ground, the most convenient 
communication system has been found to 
be the use of “Pye” ranger short wave radio 
sets, one of these being located at the site 
office, with further units in one of the Land 
Rovers and another at the pumping station. 

The scheme is being carried out by Man- 
chester Corporation using direct labour, 
due mainly to the unknown nature of the 
repairs to be expected which makes ten- 
dering extremely uncertain. The engineer

TECHNICAL PROBLEMS OF LAND 
RECLAMATION NOW LARGELY SOLVED 


“TYNORMOUS strides have _ been 

made in the field of planning 
legislation and procedure, as well as 
in the mechanical and scientific tech- 
niques of reclamation, and there is no 
doubt that an entirely different climate 
of public opinion now exists from that 
which characterised the immediate 
post-war years.” 

This statement was made by Professor 
S. H. Beaver, M.A., F.G.S., F.R.G.S., in a 
Paper “ Land Reclamation” which he pre- 
sented at a Mining Surveyors general meet- 
ing of the Royal Institution of Chartered 
Surveyors, held recently at Hanley, Staffs. 


“When the full result of the first quin- 
quennial review of local authority plans are 
available, it will be shown that there are 
about 160,000 acres of derelict land in 
England and Wales,” the professor con- 
tinued. “ Recent studies show that the 
amount of land required annually for 
mineral working is about 5.750 acres. Given 
present-day techniques and policies, rather 
more than 60 per cent. of this is likely to 
be restored to agricultural use or afforested, 
but this still leaves nearly 2,700 acres a 
year which will remain derelict. A further 
750 acres are required annually for colliery 
and other mineral spoil-heaps, and 500 
acres for urban and industrial refuse dis- 
posal; perhaps as much as one third of this 
may be ultimately usable for other purposes. 

Professor Beaver said that the output of 
the minerals worked by surface excavations 
had increased about six-fold in the last 40 
years; sand and gravel excavation alone had 
increased from about 2,000,000 tons in 
1922 to 61,000,000 tons in 1958. 


“These increases have been achieved 
with an actual reduction in the total 
number of quarries of all types, so that 
‘bigger and better holes in the ground, are 
the order of the day. Shallow, dry pits 
working a thin s:am of mineral from be- 
neath little or no overburden (ironstone in 
Oxfordshire, and many gravel pits) present 
little restoration probl2m. Deep pits 
worked by opencast methods, extracting 2 
thin seam of minerals from beneath a thick 
overburden (coal and Northamptonshire 
ironstone) are required by law to be re- 
stored to agriculture or forestry. Deep 
pits in which a very thick bed of mineral 
is worked, leaving a large hole in the 
ground (most limestone, chalk, igneous 
rock quarries) are virtually impossible to 
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restore to any economic use.

that no weight from the lift was to be 
transmitted to the existing buildings, the 
lift tower is self-supporting. 

The lift itself is fully automatic and is 
designed to carry 10 persons at an average 
car speed of 300ft. per minute. It is 
controlled by an automatic collective 
system which can operate with or without 
an attendant. The car is made from 
cellulosed sheet steel and there are 
illuminated position indicators in the car 
and on each landing. The safety gea: 
is governor-operated and a three station 
telephone has been installed providing 
communication between the lift car and 
the ground floor and motor room.

JETTY RENEWAL 


Prestressed Precast Planks Used Between Piles 


LARGE savings in both time and cost 
were features of a _ contract 
recently carried out for Borax Con- 
solidated, Ltd., involving the recon- 
struction of a 50-year-old acid barge 
berth at Belvedere, near Erith, Kent. 


The original berth was of timber pile and 
sheeting construction, and having been re- 
paired many times over the years, had 
reached the stage where further renovation 
would have been un2conomical. Apart from 
the bad overall condition of the berth, in 
one place the timbers had collaps2d com 
pletely and the retained filling had spilled 
out into the River Thames. 

Originally, the contractors were asked to 
submit a scheme of reconstruction involv- 
ing the use of conventional steel sheet 
piling with a concrete capping beam 
anchored back by steel ti2-bars to concrete 
blocks. Due to the existence of an over- 
h2ad rail track running across the berth, 
however, it would have been impossible to 
bring heavy plant in from the landward 
side, and the alternative would have neces- 
sitated the use of a barge for both transport- 
ing and driving the piles, with the subse- 
quent interruption to normal barge traffic 
at an adjacent berth. 

With these facts in mind, the contractors 
prepared a scheme which avoided the use 
of pile-driving plant, and also eliminated 





the danger to old structures from the 
vibration of pile-driving. The Larssen 3B 
piles were spaced at &8ft. centres, 
and were laid in position at the toe 
by a reinforced concrete beam, the top of 
which lay 12in. below the bed of the Thames 


to avoid any danger of it being fouled by 
a barge. Each pile was restrained at a 


depth of 6ft. by a steel tie-bar, the bars 
being h2ld by a reinforced concrete beam 
which was positioned to pass between the 
columns of the rail track.

To fill the gaps between the piles, pre- 
str2ssed precast concrete planks were fitted 
behind the clutch of the piles. These 
planks were light enough to b2 handled by 
two men and simple to place in position. 

The space betw2en the new berth and 
the old timber one was filled with mass 
concrete, with a layer of stone rejects at 
the bottom to allow for the free flow of 
water. Timber rubbing pieces were bolted 
to each pile, and a reinforced concrete cap- 
ping b:am, with handrail, was added to 
complete the berth. 

The work was completed in six weeks. 
using a labour force of only six men, and 
the saving in cost over conventional 
methods is estimated at more than 50 per 
cent.

50,000TH HOUSE OF SCOTTISH

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MARTIN COWLEY’S £13M. 
MOTORWAY CONTRACT 


HE Minister of Transport has 
authorised Hertfordshire County 
Council to accept the £1,787,803 tender 
of Martin Cowley, Ltd., 112 Jermyn 
Street, London, S.W.1, for the con- 
struction of a 74-mile motorway which 
will enable traffic to by-pass Stevenage 
and Hertfordshire villages on the Great 
North Road, A.1. Work is to start this 
month. : 

At the southern end the motorway will 
leave a point on the Welwyn By-pass near 
the “ Clock” junction where a roundabout 
will be constructed. The road will sweep 
northward to the west of Woolmer Green, 
Knebworth, Broadwater and Stevenage to 
a point near Graveley, where there will be 
connections with both A.1 and A.602, the 
Hitchin Road. ; 

The roundabout here at Corey’s Mill 
will be designed so that it can be converted 
into a two-level junction when the motor- 
way is extended northward for 44 miles to 
a point on the A.1 north of Baldock. 

Near the Langley Sidings, some 700yd. 
north of North Lodge, Knebworth, there 
will be a flyover in conjunction with a 
roundabout to allow a flow of traffic to and 
from Stevenage New Town without inter- 
fering with straight through traffic. 

No other connections or accesses will be 
provided between the terminal points, 
existing side roads being carried over or 
under the double carriageways. This will 
entail the construction of 13 bridges. Three 
subways are being constructed for pedes- 
trians and two for cyclists and pedestrians. 

The road will be for motorway traffic only, 
cyclists and pedestrians being excluded. 

There will be two 24ft. wide carriage- 
ways, and hard shoulders will be provided 
for emergency stops, Generally the space 
between carriageways will be 13ft. wide 
but, between Knebworth Park and Fishers 
Green, it will widen to 28ft. This will 
permit the retention of existing trees and 
the planting of new ones. 

The scheme has been designed for the 
Ministry by Hertfordshire County Council,

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MACHINERY IMPORTERS’ CHAIRMAN 
ATTACKS TARIFF BARRIERS 


Call for Early Reconsideration 


FP ARIEFE barriers were severely criti- 

cised by Mr. R. G. Ledger, chair- 
man of the Federation of Construction 
Machinery Importers, when he spoke 
at the Federation’s annual luncheon in 
London last week. 

“ The job of our members originally was 
to import construction machinery,” he 
stated. “ As I have said in the past, the 
Government policy of tariff and embargo 
was extremely successful from a national 
point of view, as the American manufac- 
turers were forced to set up production in 
this country. Now that the Government 
has achieved this objective, I am of the 
opinion that very earnest reconsideration 
should be given to the whole of the tariff 
question, 

“Originally, let me remind you, the 
Import Duties Act was introduced in 1932, 
to prevent dumping. Like so many things 
that started off with good intentions, this 
tariff is of itself becoming evil. By all 
means let us ensure that our standards of 
living are not lowered by dumping, but let 
us make equally sure that our standards of 
living are raised by the increased profi- 
ciency of our industry which should not 
require protection if it is efficient. If we 
cannot sell our goods at home without a 
tariff on our foreign competitors, then how 
can we expect to sell them in the world’s 
markets where we meet on equal terms with 
these competitors? I can see both sides 
of this question as, apart from being im- 
porters, my company both manufactures 
and exports. 


New Territories 


“The European market we all know is 
at sixes and sevens but even greater 
markets are growing in the  under- 
developed territories at a rate that will 
ultimately make our 19th century Industrial 
Revolution look like a slump. These new 
territories, many of which are now achiev- 
ing independence after careful nursing by 
the mother country, will undoubtedly 
follow our pattern in their tariff policies 
in the same way that we hope they will 
copy our way of life. 


RAIL LINK CONTRACT 
NEARING COMPLETION 


A? Cotgrave in Nottinghamshire, The 

Cementation Co., Ltd., are now 
completing a £280,000 contract—part 
of a scheme to link a new coal mine 
with the Nottingham-Grantham railway 
line at a point near Radcliffe-on-Trent. 

The contract has involved the construc- 
tion of a 1,000ft. reinforced concrete semi- 
circular viaduct, four bridges, and an em- 
bankment containing some 300,000 cu. yd. 
of filling. 

The viaduct, which consists of 37 spans, 
each approximately 30ft., is founded upon 
in-sita bored piles, and from the pile caps 
a series: of trestles—comprising two cir- 
cular concrete columns each 2ft. 7in. 
diameter and reinforced concrete capping 
beams—carry longitudinal concrete beams, 
cast in situ and L-shaped in cross section. 

The columns have been formed by 
placing reinforced concrete within precast 
reinforced ‘concrete pipes. Between the 
main girders, a transverse deck of com- 
posite prestressed and in-situ concrete con- 
Struction carries the ballasted permanent 
way, 

Some 470 bored piles, each 30ft., have 
been constructed for the contract, and 
some 7,000 cu. yd. of concrete poured. 


“British exporters are already finding 
that as many of these countries become 
industrialised, the local manufacturer has 
only to wave a blueprint and pronounce 
that he is in production, for a tariff or 
even an embargo to be imposed against 
British goods. This is history repeating 
itself. We are hardly in a position to pro- 
test, and unless we are careful the vaunted 
phrase ‘we have never had it so good’ 
= be turned into ‘we never wanted it so 
bad.’ 

“To capture these new markets re- 
quires two things, money and courage. Un- 
fortunately, it is the old men who have the 
money and the young men who have the 
courage. Money, however, can be bought, 
courage cannot, but fortunately courage is 
a quality our youth has never lacked. The 
tariff weapon is a weapon of fear and is an 
artificial barrier put up by the old men. 
These barriers can sometimes be used as 
a temporary expedient but must inevitably 
be trampled down by the march of time. 

“ Surely the intelligent thing to do if we 
wish to see no trade barriers to our exports 
is to have the courage to remove our own 
barriers as quickly as possible. When will 
the moment of truth dawn that we cannot 
have high tariff walls and at the same time 
be a great exporting country?” 


Road Programme 


During the course of his speech, Mr. 
Ledger congratulated the Government and 
the civil engineering contractors on the 
“ magnificence of the M.1 and on the road 
programme which is slowly unfolding; but 
the very merit of the M.1 highlights the 
inadequacies of our main roads which, after 
all, are the conveyor belts of modern in- 
dustry.” 

They had the greatest sympathy with the 
Government who must find it very difficult 
to allocate priorities of expenditure. Per- 
haps a lesson might be drawn from the 18th 
century when after the loss of the American 
colonies in 1783, when the country was on 
the verge of bankruptcy, the reform of the 
Civil List was taken in hand. Degrees of 
priority were given, commencing with the 
Royal Family and at the bottom of the list 
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came the Chancellor of the Exchequer and 
the Treasury officials, the idea being that 
if they were not sufficiently vigilant in look- 
ing after the country’s finances, they would 
not get paid at all. 

“With the millions paid by the motorist 
in taxes it should surely be possible to 
devise a scheme that emulates this 18th- 
century logic,” added Mr, Ledger. 


£175m. Needed Annually 


Proposing the toast of “ The Federation,” 
Mr Wilfrid Andrews, chairman of the 
Roads Campaign Council, said that the 
highway programme was still totally in- 
adequate even though expenditure on new 
construction and major improvements was 
now about £100m. a year, compared with 
£8m. in 1955-56. 

The motor manufacturing industry was 
being encovfaged to expand and some 
500,000 new vehicles were coming onto the 
roads each year. An annual expenditure 
of £175m. was therefore required to provide 
the necessary highway system.

A NEW laboratory and office block 
designed for the Heating and 
Ventilating Research Association by 
Mr. E. A. Ferriby, chief architect of 
Bracknell Development Corporation, 
was Officially opened at Bracknell 
recently by Lord Hailsham.

I pointed to the window. “ You see how 
dark it is, although it’s only mid-afternoon? 
Just before I arrived, the rain started lash- 
ing down and the boys were trying to 
finish off the unloading of a truck of steel— 
that’s a bonus job, as you know. With this 
kind of weather it isn’t very easy for the 
driver to see the signals properly and the 
ganger told his banksman to use a whistle. 


It was at that point that I arrived—and so 
did the tea break.” 
Mr. Clarke groaned. “I get it. Some- 


body blew a whistle for ‘tea-up’ and the 
crane driver thought it was the banksman’s 
signal to hoist?” 

“ That’s correct. Mind you, in this kind 
of weather a mistake is understandable. 
It’s not by any means the first time that 
an accident like that has happened.” 

The agent stubbed out his cigarette. 

“Tt seems to me,” he said, “that they 
were doing their best to cope with pretty 
difficult conditions. The whistle was ob- 
viously better than hand signals, which 
were difficult to see, so the only thing 
wrong about the system was the second 
whistle.” 

““T quite agree, and the obvious remedy 
is to stop one or the other. To interfere 
with the crane signals might cause more 
broken bones, whilst the suppression of the 
tea whistle may only break a few hearts. 
Buy the boys a Chinese gong instead.” 

““What—and have ’em rolling up for 
chop suey? No flipping fear. Seriously, 
though, what is the law about signals?” 

“On building work it’s quite simple and 
straight forward. The regulations say that 
a signal for moving or stopping lifting ap- 
pliances must be distinctive—that’s where 
the tea whistle doesn’t help matters—and 
the person it’s intended for must be able 
to see or hear it easily. Now it might be 
argued that on a dark wet afternoon with 
half a gale blowing no signals could pos- 
sibly be seen or heard easily, and the only 
answer to that one, I’m afraid, is: stop that 
particular job immediately. If it can’t be 
done safely it should wait until conditions 
improve. The other requirements are that 
signalling devices must be properly cared 
for and signal wires must be protected 
against accidental interference. Where a 
power-operated appliance is in use, signals 
can only be given by a competent person 
who is not less than eighteen years of age.” 

Mr. Clarke got up. “It’s stopped rain- 
ing. We'll go and get this signalling busi- 
ness sorted out a bit.” 

As we went out I mentioned a poster 1 
had seen recently depicting a code of hand 
signals for site work. It had been designed 
by a London firm of engineering contractors 
and it was based on the traditional signals 
used in the building industry. 

“About time we had something like 
that,” said Mr. Clarke. 

“We have—the firm has just given us 
permission to reproduce their design,” I 
answered, et

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THE PROBLEM OF CORROSION 
IN CAST-IRON 


From a Correspondent 


RECENT studies by “Shell” Research, 

Ltd., and the Fulmer Research 
Institute have thrown important new 
light on the problem of corrosion in 
cast-iron. They were described in a 
Paper “The Influence of the Silicon in 
Cast-Iron on Corrosive Wear,” which 
is summarised in the March issue of the 
Journal of the Institution of Mechanical 
Engineers. 

This Paper shows that the corrosion of 
cost-iron cylinder liners and piston rings 
in diesel engines. caused by acids in com- 
bustion gases, occurs at a maximum rate 
when the silicon content is about two per 
cent. Reduction of the silicon content to 
one per cent. produces a marked improve- 
ment in corrosion resistance. 

Similar results were obtained from ex- 
periments with boiler gases. While the 
influence of silicon is not yet fully under- 
stood, and further studies will be necessary, 
the indications already obtained are clear 
enough to be of great importance to all 
who are concerned with the many problems 
that arise when cast-iron is exposed to 
corrosion by acids. 

In certain types of machinery, cast-iron 
parts are exposed to both abrasive and cor- 
rosive wear. Abrasive wear is the simple 
erosion of surfaces caused by their rubbing 
together; with corrosive wear metal is lost 
through direct chemical attack on working 
surfaces. 

A cast-iron containing between one and 
three per cent. silicon is considered the 
most satisfactory for resisting abrasive 
wear. A much higher silicon content on 
the other hand, is known to provide good 
resistance to corrosion; in fact an iron 
containing 14 per cent. silicon is the stan- 
dard material for use with sulphuric acid. 
It had therefore been assumed that for 
cast-iron with a silicon content in 
the one to three per cent. range, the higher 
silicon content would give the better 


resistance not only to abrasion, but also to 
corrosion. 
Excessive Wear 


That this might not be so was suspected 
when cylinder liners, which had suffered 
excessive wear in marine diesel engines, 
were examined at the Thornton Research 
Centre of “ Shell’ Research, Ltd. Corro- 
sion igs a major cause of wear in diese] 
engines, through the condensation of com- 
bustion products containing acids, 

Laboratory corrosion tests at Thornton 
suggested that} silicon might have an ad- 
verse effect on the corrosion resistance of 
cast-iron. Results indicated that the in- 
crease in corrosion when the silicon con- 
tent was raised from 0.8 per cent. to 1.8 
per cent. was nearly tenfold. 

These first tests were limited in their 
scope. The highest silicon content used 
was about 1.8 per cent. and the samples 
differed not only in silicon content but in 
other respects, such as constituents and 
microstructure. The results were felt to 
justify taking the matter further, by carry- 
ing out further tests under more carefully 
defined experimental conditions. 

The Fulmer Research Institute was there- 
fore asked to cast and prepare suitable 
specimens differing as far as possible only 
in silicon content, and to test them in their 
laboratory. Ten cast-irons of similar 
structure but ranging in silicon content 
from 0.59 per cent. to 2.96 per cent., were 
produced and tested. These tests at 
Fulmer fully confirmed the earlier results 
at Thornton, and indicated that resistance 
to corrosion was lowest where the silicon 
content was just above two per cent. 

Further tests were then carried out at 
Thornton to examine the effect of the 
silicon content under operating conditions. 
Piston rings were machined from castings 
made at Fulmer containing one per cent. 
and two per cent. silicon respectively, and 
tested in a diesel engine. These results 
also confirmed that the cast-iron with the

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lower silicon content had _ substantially 
greater resistance to corrosive wear than 
that with the higher content. This was 
found to be so, although naturally to a 
lesser degree, even when a lubricating oil 
with additives designed to combat corrosion 
was used. 


Other Corrosion Problems 


It was realised that the results obtained 
at Fulmer were significant not only for 
problems connected with diesel engines. 
The corrosion of cast-iron can be a problem 
wherever this metal is used; it may be 
exposed to acids in industrial plant, for 
example, or merely in the atmosphere of 
a large city. 

Specimens of these cast-irons were there- 
fore tested in boiler combustion gases at 
Thornton. In comparison with the results 
of the engine tests the effect of silicon in 
these boiler tests was significant enough to 
emphasise the importance of a low silicon 
content. Here, the greatest corrosion 
occured when the silicon content was about 
1} per cent., rather than just over two per 
cent. as in the previous tests. 


Further Studies 


Further work will be necessary to reach 
a fuller understanding of the influence of 
silicon in the corrosion of cast-iron. Most 
of the work reported, for example, was 
done with cast-iron chosen for its suit- 
ability in engines and machinery, and there 
is no direct evidence yet that the results 
will hold for other types. 

The conclusion already drawn, however, 
should be of great importance to al! con- 
cerned with the use of cast-iron where it 
is exposed to corrosion by acids. It has 
now been clearly shown that the higher 
silicon contents often chosen to facilitate 
the production of sound castings for 
certain machinery can result in the worst 
resistance to corrosion. For the best resist- 
ance the silicon content must be kept low; 
certainly not higher than one per cent., and 
if possible lower still.

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CODE OF PRACTICE 


Reinforced and prestressed concrete 
structures for storage of water and 
other aqueous liquids 


This Code (CP.2007 : 1960) is a complete 
revision of the one originally published by 
the Institution of Civil Engineers in 1938 
and extended by the issue of two supple- 
ments in 1949 and 1950. The supplement 
on the use of prestressed concrete has now 
been incorporated in the body of the Code, 
while that dealing with bituminous jointing 
materials forms the basis of an Appendix 
on movement joints, 

The Code’s recommendations _ refer 
mainly to reservoirs and tanks for the 
storage of water, but are generally 
applicable to the storage at normal tem- 
peratures of aqueous liquids and solutions 
which have no detrimental action on the 
concrete, 

The new Code is closely related to the 
existing Codes CP.114 and CP.115, dealing 
with the structural use in building of 
reinforced concrete and of prestressed 
concrete respectively, and the requirements 
of these publications are assumed to apply 
except where superseded by the require- 
ments of the new Code. 

CP.2007 pays particular attention to 
those features of design and construction 
specially important in  water-retaining 
structures—for example, the avoidance of 
cracking, corrosion or leakage. 

Although the use of nominal concrete 
mixes is still permitted for ordinary 
reinforced concrete work, provision is now 
made for the design of special mixes 
according to the strength required and 
based on two alternative standards of 
quality control. Permissible stresses are 
given for the two main design criteria: 
the avoidance of cracking and adequate 
strength, 

Special attention has been given to the 
provision and preparation of construction 
joints and of the various types of move- 
ment joint, i.e., contraction, expansion and 
sliding joints. The Code includes 19 
sketches illustrating the various types of 
joint and the use of special jointing 
materials to maintain water tightness. 

This new Code was prepared by a com- 
mittee of experts convened by the Institu- 
tion of Civil Engineers.

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FRENCH M.P.R. COMPRESSOR 
BEING MADE IN U.K. 


HE French M.P.R. rotary compressor is 

now being made under licence in this 

country by Bellis and Morcom, Ltd., 
Birmingham. 

Designed to have a minimum of moving 
parts, the unit incorporates horizontal, free- 
sliding blades, machined from special resin 
bonded material and mounted in longitu- 
dinal slots in a rotor, which are flung out- 
wards under the influence of centrifugal 
force, maintaining constant contact with 
the cylinder walls. 

The cylinder, suitably ported, is cast in 
one piece with integral water jacket, feet 
and inlet and outlet branches. The location 
of these branches on the horizontal plane 
of opposite sides of the cylinder avoids re- 
versal of the air flow and prevents pre- 
heating of the incoming cool air. The 
cylinder head castings which bolt directly 
onto each end of the cylinder are also 
water-cooled and carry the main shaft 
bearings in addition to forming part of the 
shaft packing housing.

E. P. ALLAM INTRODUCE NEW RANGE OF 
VIBRATING ROLLERS 


RANGE of vibrating rollers, without 
gearbox or mechanical  trans- 
mission, is now being produced by E. P. 
Allam and Co., Ltd., 132-135 Sloane 
Street, London, S.W.1. Coinciding with 
the firm’s 70th anniversary, the 
machines are the first such equipment 
to be manufactured by the company. 


Demonstrations of the range, which con- 
sists of three machines, were recently given 
to visitors at the Southend works. In 
each case standard components have been 
employed for simplicity in manufacture 
and assembly, and large electric vibrating 
motors are fitted instead of mechanical 
vibrators, clutches, vee-belt and pulley 
drives and gearboxes usually employed. 
The electric vibrators are driven by 
alternators of a permanent magnet type 
which eliminate commutators and brush 
gear, thus requiring no maintenance, and a 
variable frequency and voltage can be 
Produced to suit the induction winding 
vibrator motors. Vibrating frequencies 
to suit the varying materials to be com- 
Pacted and the output force, can be 
regulated by adjusting engine speed. 


The small roller, which has been de- 
signed primarily with municipal authorities 
in mind, is hand propelled, and comprises 
a totally enclosed electric vibrating motor 
mounted inside the roller, with a small 
three-phase alternating set. When not 
required for rolling the alternator can be 
used to drive electric breakers or for 
lighting.

The medium size roller is automatically 
propelled by a motor driven from the 
alternating set with a forward, reverse, or 
stop, operated from a simple switch. 
Vibration is provided by two standard 
contra-rotating electric vibrating motors 
mounted inside the rollers, their forces 
combining in the vertical plane to provide 
maximum concentration of force on the 
material to be compacted; the electric 
vibrators are also driven from the small 
alternating set, mounted above the roller, 
the output of which can be used for other 
purposes when not required for rolling. 
The output force is equivalent to a 24-ton 
roller.
